The letter asks the gov­ 
ernor for “an appointment for us 
to call on you within the next 
few days.” As of yesterday eve­ 
ning. no reply had been received, 
McDaniel stated. 
Trouble began about two weeks 
ago when San Francisco canneries, 
which had been taking Tomales 
herring, refused to accept the fish 
on grounds that there is no mar­ 
ket. 
Until last year, Tomales herring 
was processed in San Francisco 
and sent to the Philippines for 
consumption there, McDaniel said. 
But apparently the Filipinos have 
started their own herring fishing 
or have contracted for imports 
from other countries, he added. 
The one solution that the fish­ 
ermen hope for is that they be

Her husband, Frank, 53, was 
asleep in bed and escaped injury.

WALLS MOVE 
The force of the blast blew open 
the door leading into the living 
room and pushed a section of the 
outside wall out about three feet. 
It also loosened wall sections from 
the roof in the living room, kitch­ 
en and bedroom, blew out the 
kitchen window and pushed an 
outside kitchen wall back about a 
foot. Most wall, roof and floor 
joints were loosened by the blast. 
♦ Heat from the blast blistered paint 
on the kitchen walls. 
A neighbor, William Perry, who 
lives about 1 0 0 yards away, said 
he was first to arrive on the scene 
and found Mrs. Zanolini standing 
dazed in the back yard. She re­ 
covered enough to call the county 
fire department at Woodacre when 
she saw kitchen curtains aflame 
and a calendar burning on a 
kitchen wall. A kitchen chair also 
caught fire and was slightly dam­ 
aged. 
Five units and six firemen from 
the county fire department ar­ 
rived and had the minor blaze 
under control within 10 minutes, 
Reilley said. 


PHONE CALL 
Reilley said Mrs. Zanolini told 
him she had started to make a 
pot of coffee when the telephone 
rang and she went to answer it. 
Apparently no one was on the line, 
she reported. She went back to 
the kitchen, then returned to the 
telephone to ask the operator 
about the call, she told Reilley 
Then she returned to the kitchen 
and lit a match to light the stove 
and the blast occurred. 
She said she was not sure 
whether she had turned the gas 
on before going to the telephone 
the second time. 
Zanolini, who formerly operated 
Forest Knolls Pavilion with his 
wife, said he had made a lease 
agreement yesterday with a San 
Carlos man, R. Pfennig, who plan 
ned to move into the house and 
operate the dance hall.

BERLIN (JP)—Secretary of State 
Dulles charged in the Big Four 
conference today that Soviet For­ 
eign Minister Molotov is trying to 
supersede the United Nations with 
a Council of Five Powers including 
Red China. Dulles demanded for 
the third straight day that the 
conference get to the problem of 
Germany at once. 
Dulles, opening the fourth day’s 
meeting, loosed a blistering attack 
on Foreign Minister Chou En-lai 
of Communist China. 


COULD HE HELP? 
He asked: “Who is this Chou 
En-lai, whose addition to our cir­ 
cle would make possible solution of 
all our problems?” 
He described Chou as leader of 
a regime which 
gained 
power 
through a bloody war, became an 
open aggressor in Korea, and even 
now continues to promote aggres­ 
sion . in Indochina. 
“Such is the man Mr. Molotov 
proposes would enable us to solve * 
all the world’s problems,” the 
American diplomat scathingly de­ 
clared. 
Dulles, Foreign Secretary Eden 
and Foreign Minister Bldault had 
lunch together at noon and ap­ 
parently decided on their tactics 
to take a tough line on the five-* 
power conference. At least that 
was the line being taken by Dulles, 
who sought to move Molotov on 
to a discussion of the German 
question. 


NINE-YEAR PROBLEMS 
Dulles told Molotov it was obvi­ 
ous the proposed five-power con­ 
ference could not be a temporary 
one. He said it was “incredible” 
that the four here, plus Chou En- 
lai, would be able to solve polit­ 
ical, military and economic prob­ 
lems with which the United Na­ 
tions had grappled for nine years.

Angeles» it is the architects who j 
have agreed within the profes­ 
sion that a standard fee of 8 per 
cent be charged for school plans. 
R EC EIV ED T ELEG RA M 
Collier’s blast came after an 
education 
subcommittee 
looking 
into school costs received a tele­ 
gram from the State Chamber 
holding that the distribution of 
reusable plans would invade pri­ 
vate business. 
The Los Angeles assemblyman j 
said the standard fee of the archi- t 
tects appears to him to be a viola­ 
tion of the anti-trust law and 
smack of collusion and monopoly, 
paid $40,000. 
“ It seems if we are going in for i. 
free enterprise,” he told the study 
group, “ architects fees should be 
on a competitive basis.” 
FAVO R STO CK PLANS 
Robert Hanley, California Farm 
Bureau Federation, said his or- ’ 
ganization favor«! stock plans for 
one story school buildings con- j 
taining not more than nine class­ 
rooms.

A recommendation that archi- |

D. C. W illett, chier construction 
engineer of the division, offered 
the recommendation during com­ 
mittee hearings on the question of 
using standard plans over and 1 
over again in construction of small 
school projects, whether financed 
by the state or local school dis­ 
trict«. 
W illett suggested the committee 
give up trying to establish stand­ 
ard or stock plans as a means of 
getting more classrooms for ;he 
state school aid dollar. Instead, he 
stated they should look into the I 
use of duplicate plans for school j 
buildings in districts having simi- 1 
lar sites and student housing prob- j 
lems. 
But, he 
continued, 
if school 
plans became the property of the 
state, in cases of state financed 
schools, the division of architec­ 
ture could duplicate plans in many 
individual cases, and hire an on- 
the-spot architect at a reduced 
fee to supervise actual construc­ 
tion. This would eliminate the 
practice, of having the private 
architect start from scratch on 
each project, and having to pay 
the standard eight per cent fee 
to the architect.

The Ross Valley Teachers’ Assn. 
Is solidly in favor of the proposed 
tax increase for the confederated 
school districts of Fairfax, Kent- 
field and San Anselmo.

Virtually Every Phase Of Bay 
Development Under Study 


Serious sludv of not only salt water b a r­ 


riers but \irtually eveiy phase of the luture 


developm ent of San Francisco Bav looms as 


a definite possibility in the immediate lu­ 


ture. 
Last week the Board of Engineers For Riv- 
ers and Harbors, of the Corps of Engineers, 
approved a plan calling for a $2,900,000 de­ 
velopment studv. Included in th.s would be 
construction of a $750,000 working model of 
the Bay, its sut founding atea and part ol the 
Pacific Ocean. This huge concrete model 
would cover a full acre and allow engineers 
to studv feasibilit' of dams, bridges and 
other proposals for the Bay. 
With this model the eng neers cou'd learn 
much a b o u t tide effects, salinity, erosion 
and o th e r water action, fish life and flood 


control, future bridge pro|>osals could be 
tr ?ed: barriers erected, tested and approved 
or tejet ted. Eliminated would be much of 
guess work in present proposals. 
1 his Board of Engineers, however, was 
not vet willing to go to Congress with a re­ 
quest for funds necessatv to earn on their 
overall plan, although it is asking for some. 
*1 he board chairman, Col. Francis H. Faulk- 
nn. a San Francisco tesident. made clear 
that a little matter of “allocation of costs" 
should be settled belore a major request is 
made. 
Apparently Col. Faulkner means that both 
state and poss blv local iunds should go into 
the studv as well as federal monies. In fact 
it was determined that the state should male 
the studies concerning harrier dams, land 
reclamation, 
water 
supplies, 
transit 
and 
possible local improvements.

What To Do With 
Ex-Presidents 


There is general public and official senti­ 
ment for the idea of a continuing share in 
government councils for ex Presidents, as 
well as a financial allotment for them. It has 
been suggested that a Pi evident become a 
Senator-at large, or a sort of associate Sena­ 
tor for his native state, when he leaves the 
White House. But this idea involves some 
political difficulties. 


Senator Warren G. Magnuson, Democrat 
of Washington, has proposed in a Congress 
bill that all living ex-Presidents be made 
members of the National Security Council. 
This council has little to do with domestic 
pioblems. With the President himself as rx- 
oflicio head, and with the Secretaries of De­ 
fense and the Treasury automatic member* 
under present law, the council is concerned 


and desires of the Bay in regard to naviga: 
tion, national defense, and flood control. 
1 hey would consider harbor deepening, 
small craft harbors, arid strengthening the 
levee system. In addition they would analyze 
the manv proposals already made for major 
transformation of the Bay, things like the 


Reber Plan. 


This appears to be a fair division of the 
work, part cularlv when \ou realize that the 
state already has allotted funds and started 
work on much of its portion of the overall 


plan. 


The State Water Projects Authority al- 
reatlv has under wav the first half of a $500,- 
000 studv of salt water barriers*. The Bav 
Area Rapid Transit Commission has started 
its own $750,000 study of transit needs in the 
nine Bav area counties. Between the two the 
major share of the state’s part will he com­ 


pleted. 


Now the Armv Eng nects have asked Con­ 
gress for $250,000 to help the state finance 
cost of the barrier studies. The Water Proj­ 
ects Authority has concurred in the request. 
This would tie the federal and state studies 
together and make them operate at top effi- 


ciency. 


The transit study will take two years. The 
harrier study will take at least two years and 
probablv longer. The Engineers arc talking 
about their plan as a five-year project. 


But at least they are all under way. Get­ 
ting started is the hardest part in planning 
or 
anything 
else. 
These 
comprehensive 
studies tan be of great value to the future of 
Marin and her neighbors. The sooner they 
are done the belter. 


with the nation’s foreign commitments, and 
with its processes and facilities and require­ 
ment* for meeting those commitments. 
It is a sort of advisorv pool for the White 
House. At first glance it provides the most 
feasible bodv suggested thus far, with a mini­ 
mum of political involvements, for utilizing 
the experience and inside knowledge of a 
former White House occupant. 


If the bill were to be enacted now, both 
Herbert Hoover and Harrv S. Truman, par­ 
tisan opposites, would join the council.

Budget Explains When 


Ike Said Transition Of a 


War To Peace Economy 


IF WE COULD ONLY BE SURE

The budget translates into dol­ 
lars what the President m eant 
when he told Congress th a t there 
has 
been 
“a 
great 
strategic 
change” and th at “a t the mo­ 
m ent we are in transition from 
a war-time to a peace-time econ­ 
omy.** 
T h e figures 
show th at dur­ 
ing 
the 
first 
few months of 
the Eisenhow­ 
er adm inistra­ 
tion — which 
coincided with 
the 
first 
few 
m onths of the 
p o s t-Stalinist 
regime in t h e 
Soviet 
Union 
— 
expenditures 
passed their peak and began to 
decline. 
Perhaps even more significant 
than th at are the appropriations. 
These show what expenditures 
will be in the future when de­ 
liveries can be made under the 
contracts th at the appropriations 
authorized. The 
budget shows 
th at appropriations for future ex­ 
penditures will be more or less 
stabilized 
during 
the 
coming 
months. 


THE BUDGET shows th at we 
are at the end of a four year 
period which began with the Ko­ 
rean War. Expenditures are now 
leveling off at a point consider­ 
ably above where they were m 
1950 but very much below where 
in 1952 they were expected to go. 
In talking about the budget it 
ia always necessary to remember 
the time lag between an appro­ 
priation of money and the spend­ 
ing of th at money — between the 
passing of the appropriations in 
the Congress and the payment of 
the check by the Treasury for 
the completed goods. In the case 
of military equipment this time 
lag may be as much as two years 
or even longer. 


FOR THAT REASON the econ­ 
omist who is interested in the 
near impact of the budget on 
business conditions will pay spe­ 
cial attention to the balance of 
expenditures out of the Treasury 
and receipt into it. If he Is es­ 
tim ating the future impact of the 
budget, he will look at the ap­ 
propriations. And so. too, will the 
political observer here or abroad, 
who is concerned with what the 
United 
States 
government 
is 
thinking and with what its policy 
is. 
The appropriations reflect the 
beliefs of the Administration and 
of Congress about what needs to 
be done. 


NOW THE PEAK of the ap­ 


propriations in all the years since 
the World W ar ended was in the 
budget which covered the year 
from July 1, 1951 to June 30, 1952. 
This budget, which is called the 
Budget of 1952, was actually sub-^ 
m itted to Congress by President* 
Trum an on Jan. 15, 1951. But as 
a m atter of fact it was prepared 
during the final months of 1950. 
It was in those months th at 
we had suffered the m ilitary dis­ 
aster, which was so nearly catas­ 
trophic, after the attem pted ad ­ 
vance to the Yalu River. The 
1952 budget envisaged the prob­ 
ability of a world war. It raised 
the 
appropriations 
Mbove 
the 
level which expenditures had ac­ 
tually reached in 1943, when we 
had begun seriously to fight the 
second World War. 


AS A MATTER of fact, the 
Administration did 
not 
spend 
the money appropriated nearly 
as fast as the Administration and 
the Congress had expected when 
the budget was submitted. 
This slowing down was not due 
altogether to the so-called lead 
time—the time it takes to build 
^airplanes and the other compli­ 
cated weapons. The slow-up was 
due to the fact th at after Gen. 
Ridgeway had succeeded in re ­ 
storing the m ilitary situation in 
Korea, the panic fear passed th at 
war was near a t hand. 
M ilitary preparations went on 
but more slowly than they would 
have in war-time. 
There 
was 
enormous business as usual. 


SINCE 1952 the appropriations 
have been allowed 
to decline 
both under Trum an and under 
Eisenhower. Had we continued to 
believe, as we did at the end of 
1950 and during the adoption of 
the 1952 budget th a t World W ar 
III was imminent, the appropri­ 
ations would, 
of 
course, have 
gone on rising. During the ac­ 
tual world war they continued 
to rise from 1943 to 1945 until 
the world war ended. 
The new budget, then, Is based 
on the forecast th at a t a some­ 
what but r.ot a much lower level 
of m ilitary 
expenditure, 
there 
exists a world balance of power 
which makes a general world 
war improbable. 


ON THE OTHER 
hand, 
the 
budget docs not assume that any 
general settlem ent is in prospect 
which could justify any im port­ 
an t reduction in military power. 


At Berlin and in the Foreign 
Offices and General Staffs of all 
the powers, a great deal of a t­ 
tention will be paid to what the 
budget says about the Eisenhow­ 
er estimate of the world situa­ 
tion. •

THE OPTIMISTS’ view: 
For industry as a whole, things 
aren't bad at all. There has been 
a six-month slide from the peak, 
but it ha«; been spotty. Some have 
felt it sharply. Others are still 
riding the crest. 


A general recovery for business 
in the spring is predicted by a 
sizable 
number 
of 
industrial 
leaders. Some more cautious ones 
suggest a fall date. 
Profits increased for most cor­ 
porations in 1953. Total dividend 
payments were up. The stock 
market shook off much of its 
earlier bearish qualms. Only a 
few will say publicly that prof­ 
its and dividends are likely to be 
down very much in 1954.

NEW YORK (U.P) — Babies are 
sold everyday for as much as $3,- 
500 or as little as a doctor’s fee 
in widespread black m arket deal­ 
ings that cross state and nation­ 
al boundaries. 
The illegal traffic involves both 
heartbreak and happiness. It re­ 
sults both from good intentions 
and callous disregard of the needs 
of a child and its natural mother. 


TO PRESENT a complete pic­ 
ture of this puzzling social and 
legal problem, the United Press 
interviewed lawyers, social work­ 
ers, adoption agency officials and 
unwed m others whose babies are 
the biggest source for black m ar­ 
ket 
operators. 
Statistics came 
from the U.S. Children's Bureau 
and from state studies of adop­ 
tion practices. 


At the present time, one or­ 
ganized ring is known to sell 
"door-to-door delivery” of babies 
by paid couriers, Ernest Mitler, 
Asst. Dist. Atty. of New York 
County, informed Congress dur­ 
ing a reoent hearing. 


Tfcis AND OTHER rings op­ 
erate with surprising openness 
for one major reason. Everyone 
involved in a baby <ale is a party 
to the illegal transaction, and 
each person has a deep personal 
reason to want to keep the se* 
cret. 


A generation ago the problem 
was reverse^. Orphanages, had 
trouble giving babies away for

N O W THERE aren’t enough 
babies to satisfy the demands of 
childless couples. We still have 
1,640 Institutions in the United 
States to care for • “dependent 
and neglected” children. But less 
than five per cent of these chil­ 
dren are “full orphans” eligible 
for adoptions, the U.S. Children’s 
Bureau reports. 
In 1950, the

available, 
141,600 babies were born out of • 
wedlock, 42 per cent of them to 
teenage girls. Unwed girls 17 or 
under gave birth to 30,000 babies 
and girls under 15, to 3,200. 
The children are 
the

source for adoptions. Yet leas 
than half of such babies adopted 
by non-relations are placed in 
homes through legal agencies. 


OPERATORS OF BIG Time 
black m arket rings usually have 
no more than a telephone con­ 
tact with the adoptive parents 
until the 
actual 
exchange 
of 
money and baby. If certain fea­ 
tures of the baby’s background, 
such as religion or mental ca­ 
pacities of the parents, seem un­ 
suitable, such operators often 
change the “facts” to suit the 
situation. 
Profits can be huge, and pen­ 
alties are small. In New York 
State acceptance of money for 
placing a baby in an adoptive 
home is a misdemeanor for the 
first offense. This means a m ax­ 
imum sentence of three years in 
prison and a $500 fine on each 
count for a first offense. 
One New York lawyer convict­ 
ed of widespread baby sales in a 
Florida-to-New York ring at $2,- 
000 per baby served six m onths 
in prison and paid a $1500 fine— 
less than the “price” of one 
baby.

In the 
hospital his left side had become 
paralyzed but when he got home 
use of his left arm came back to 
him. He continued to feel pain and 
his ca*e was re-diagnosed as polio. 
Then every day for a month he 
was taken to Marin General Hos­ 
pital for treatment in the whirl- 
ponl baths and was given exercises. 
His insurance paid for the hospi­ 
tal bills, but funds collected for 
the March of Dimes paid for all 
subsequent treatment. This con­ 
tinued after a month at the rate 
of once a week for another six 
months. He still suffers from mus­ 
cle cramps if he partakes of too 
much exercise. 
In order to better prepare him­ 
self for a normal future he supple­ 
mented his hospital exercises with 
a home-made contrivance. Using 
the weight of his wife to hold 
down a chair, Strider would at­ 
tach the shoe of his affected leg 
to a pulley designed for arm exer­ 
cise. The pulley would be attached 
to the chair. Strider, lying on the 
floor would work the pulley with 
his lame leg. He gained strength, 
but ultimality had to give it up 
because of muscle cramps. 
But, the exercise helped and to­ 
day. because of his own courage 
and this help given him by the 
March of Dimes, Strider appear* 
recovered and now manages the 
market's meat department. 
Strider and hla wife attended 
Tamalpais High School and the 
College of Marin. He is a Navy 
veteran of World War II.

Hoarseness is the most frequent j 
symptom. Any person with unex­ 
plained hoarseness which persists 
for a time should have a complete 
examination by his physician. This 
should include a careful examina­ 
tion of the voice box with an in­ 
strument known medically as a 
laryngoscope. 
Other frequent symtoms are a 
chronic cough, and difficulty in 
swallowing and breathing. Even 
though the examination may re­ 
veal no difficulty at first, a per­ 
son with persistent symptoms of 
this type should be re-examined at 
frequent intervals to determine the 
possibility of cancer of the voice 
box. 
EARLY TREATMENT ADVISED 
The majority of the patients who 
respond well to treatment of can­ 
cer of the larynx begin treatment 
within eighteen months of the on­ 
set of their symptoms. Surgery is 
helpful in many cases, as are X- 
ray and radium therapy. When the 
tumor is limited to the vocal cords, 
the patient will usually do very 
well under treatment. If the voice 
box must be removed, the patient 
can be taught to talk by swallow­ 
ing air and releasing it through 
the digestive 
tract. Mechanical 
voice boxes are also available.
